THE AFFAIRS OF THE AMERICAN PUB- 
LISHERS CORPORATION, 


AGAIN the end has come to an enterprise in 
the publishing trade which has had an inter- 
esting and checkered history, if recurrent and 
continuing failure can be counted as checkered. 
The American Publishers Corporation, in ac- 
knowledging bankruptcy, confesses, it is stated, 
that it has been a failure from the start. So 
long ago as April 1, 1893, in an editorial dis- 
cussion of the proposed reorganization of the 
United States Book Company, THE PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY questioned seriously ‘‘ whether it 
was wise to give absolute power to any com- 
mittee to use the wreckage of this business to 
build up another which might take practically 
the same lines.” History has repeated itself 
with great promptness, and the unwieldy con- 
cern which developed out of the original am- 
bitious but weak management has again come 
to disaster. 

The moral is a simple one. No businesscan 
be permanent on a balloon basis. Anything 
which is to be made permanent must be built 
on asolid foundation. This is as true in busi- 
ness as elsewhere, and it is especially true of 
the book-publishing business. 

What will become of the tangible assets of 
the American Publishers Corporation, consist- 


ing of stock and plates, it is difficult to say. 


There will probably be a sacrifice sale, and 


some of the quantities of these goods may 
‘* flood the market,” but the market has already 
been flooded with similar editions-of the kind of 
books made and sold by this company, and is 
not likely to be greatly hurt by whatever may 
happen in this direction. Onthe other hand, 
the legitimate competing interests in the pub- 


| lishing trade will probably not be the worse 


for the elimination of -this very uncertain 
factor in the less legitimate trade. In saying 


this, it should not be understood that we cast 
slurs upon the recent management of the con- 
cern. It has been ineffective, but perhaps noth- 
ing worse. It was a most difficult situation 


with which to deal, and perhaps it could not 


have been better dealt with. But the end has 


come once more, and probably come for the 
last time. 


INDEX LIBRORUM PROHIBITORUM. 


THE ‘‘ Index Librorum Prohibitorum,” often 
confused with the ‘‘ Index Librorum Expur- 
gandorum,” or Expurgatorius (that catalogues 
the works which may be read after the dele- 
tion of specified passages), is a large vol- 
ume of 419 pages. It contains the titles of 
20,000 volumes which, on doctrinal or moral 
grounds, the Roman Catholic Church, under 
penalty of ecclesiastical censures, authorita- 
tively forbids the members of her communion 
to possess orto read. Eight thousand authors 
are named init. Everything that Renan wrote 
is condemned, but only the more profane, from 
a Roman Catholic standpoint, of Voltaire’s 
works appear in the index. Taine’s ‘‘ History 
of English Literature’ is under the ban, but 
his studies on the French Revolution are 
omitted from the list of prohibited books by the 
wish of Leo xu. All of Cousin’s works are 
condemned, but only four of Lamartine’s. 

For obvious reasons Eugene Sue’s ‘‘ Wander- 
ing Jew” and the ‘‘Mysteries of Paris’”’ are 
both forbiddenreading. The Index containsa 
complete catalogue of the works of both the 
elder and the younger Dumas, but only two of 
Victor Hugo’s books are found in it—‘‘ Les 
Misérables” and ‘‘Notre Dame de Paris.” 
There are two Zolas in the Index—one is the 
author of ‘‘ Rome,” the other is a theologian of 
the last century. 

The business of correcting the Index to date 
is now in the hands of an ecclesiastical board 
known as the Congregation of the Index, 
which consists of a prefect (who is always a 
cardinal) and other cardinals with whom are 
associated the ‘‘consulters”’ and ‘‘ examiners 
of books” (gualificatores). The Roman Index 


is far from being an exhaustive catalogue of 


works inconsistent with Catholic orthodoxy, 
and therefore lacks the interest and importance 
it would otherwise have for the bibliographer. 
The Christian Church began its system of 
prohibiting books when the Council of Niczxa 
condemned to the flames the writings of Arius. 
Constantine himself threatened with death 
those who should harbor any copies. The 
same fate befell the works of Nestorius at the 
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Council of Ephesus, and those of Eutyches at 
Chalcedon. Pagan works were prohibited by 
the Council of Carthage in 400. Aristotle was 
forbidden by the church in the 13th century. 
A list of prohibited books is found in a decree 
of acouncil at Rome asearly as 494 In 1515 
the Council of Lateran at Rome appointed cler- 
ical censors to examine all works before publi- 
cation. In 1543 Pope Paul Iv. issued an order 
that no book should be printed without leave 
from the Inquisition, and bookseilers were re- 
quired to send in catalogues. Brunet men- 
tions, however, a list of prohibited authors pre- 
pared by order of Charles v., which was 
printed at Brusse s in 1540, and is the earliest 
of its kind. The first Index of the Court of 
Rome appeared in 1558. The subject was dis- 
cussed at the Council of Trent, which delegated 
the right of supervision to the Pope, and the 
result was the ‘‘ Index Tridentius of Pius Iv.” 
—the first strictly Papal Index—which was 
printed by Aldus in Rome in 1564. Thence 
began along series of literary proscriptions, 
which is continued by the Congregation of 
the Index. The bibliography of prohibited 
literature has been covered to a great extent in 
Klotz's ‘‘ De libris auctoribus suis fatalibus,”’ 
1761; Struvius’s ‘‘ Bibliotheca Hist. Litter.,” vol. 
iii., chapter 9g; Schelhorn’s ‘‘ Amcenitates Lite- 
rarix,”’ vol. 7, which contains much curious 
information; Brunet’s ‘‘ Livres Supprimés et 
Condamnés”; and in Peignot’s ‘‘ Dictionnaire 
critique et bibliographique des principaux 
livres condamnés au feu, supprimés, ou cen- 
sures,’’ 2 vols., Paris, 1806. Petzholdt, in his 
‘* Bibliotheca Bibliographica” (1866), gives a 
complete list of the catalogues of the Congre- 
gation of the Index. 





ANARCHISTIC BOOKS IN FREE LIBRA- 
RIES. 


THE BosToN PuBLic LIBRARY it seems, has 
given offence to a number of persons, described 
as anarchists, by refusing to allow them un- 
restricted access to the writings of the French 
and German school of socialists as typified by 
Henri Rochefort and his sympathizers. Za 
Lanterne is on the index expurgatorius of the 
liorary as are also the more extreme of the 
German newspapers and magazines treating 
on anarchy and socialism. Louise Michel also 
comes under the head of things forbidden, 

In speaking of this edict of Mr. Herbert Put- 
nam, thelibrarian, in refusing to allow the more 
rabid and extreme publications of anarchistic 
and socialistic writers to be put into general cir- 
culation, Lindsay Swift, of the cataloguing 
department of the library, said to a reporter: 
‘* In the opinion of the librarian no good can 
be gained and much harm may be done by al- 
lowing works of this extreme character to be 
generally read. It may be asked why are 
these books placed in the library if not to be 
read? They are in the library for that pur- 
pose, and they may be read, but Mr. Putnam 
and his assistants reserve to themselves the 
right to choose the readers, and most common- 
sense people will agree with Mr. Putnam in 
such a decision. The average man of anar- 
chistic or socialistic tendencies is not qualified 
by education or judgment to read the works I re- 
fer to, and estimate them at their proper value.”

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HEARING IN THE COMSTOCK - RICH- 
MOND SUIT. 


THE examination of George H. Richmond, 
charged by Anthony Comstock with sending 
copies of d’Annunzio’s ‘‘ Triumph of Death” 
to three young women in New Jersey through 
the medium of the Adams Express Company, 
was held on the 2d inst. before U. S. Com- 
missioner Shields. 

The present case is brought under the new 
law passed by Congress last winter, which 
makes it a criminal offence to send obscene 
literature by an express company, justas it has 
been unlawful for many years to send such 
miatter by mail. The warrant for the arrest 
was issued by Commissioner Shields on the 
charge that Richmond had sent copies of the 
book on May 20 to Miss Ella Chambers, Bart- 
lett’s Female Seminary, Asbury Park, N. J.; 
another on April 26,to Miss A. R. Ascalle, 
High School, Asbury Park, N. J.; and on the 
same date a copy to Miss Esther Seeley, Balti- 
more, Md. ; 

Anthony Comstock was the first witness. 
He testified that he had sent the registered 
letter bearing the signature of ‘‘ Miss Esther 
Seeley.” He received a registered receipt, 
and a day or two later a sealed copy of the 
bookin question at his office in New York. The 
book had been forwarded by Adams Express 
Company from Baltimore. He said that he 
had mailed letters also beating the signatures 
of Miss Chambers and Miss Ascalle to Rich- 
mond & Co. from New York, and that he had re- 
ceived the return registered receipt. and later 
on he had received the books from the Adams 
Express Company. 

Upon further questioning Comstock said that 
he had told Richmond on April 6 last, after 
Richmond’s acquittal, that notwithstanding the 
decision of the Court of Special Sessions, the 
book in question was non-mailable under the 
rules laid down in the United States courts. 
He testified that he appealed to Richmond not 
tosell the books to young people. A few days 
afterward he saw the advertisement of Rich- 
mond & Co. and also saw the book on sale. | 
On the 21st of July he visited Mr. Richmond at 
his office, and called his attention to the United 
States laws, and said that the time had come 
when he was obliged to test the question 
whether the book in question was an immoral! 
publication. 

On cross-examination by counsel for Rich- 
mond, Comstock was asked why he had written 
these letters in the names of women. He re- 
plied: ‘‘To show the unscrupulous character 
of Richmond.” 

W. J. Peeples, librarian of the Mercantile 
Library, was sworn asa witness for the defence. 
He said that eight copies of the ‘‘ Triumph of 
Death” are on the shelves of the library for 
general circulation. 

The defendant was then called to the stand. 
He was questioned by counsel for defence as to 
the trial in the Court of General Sessions, but 
all these questions were ruled out by Commis- 
sioner Shields. Richmond was allowed tosay, 
however, that Comstock seized about 600 copies 
of the book in question. 5 

Two weeks were allowed counsel in which 
to submit briefs, and the examination was 
closed. 
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TEXT OF THE TARIFF ACT RELATING 
TO BOOKS. 


THE following is the exact text of the tariff 
act approved July 24, commonly knowa as 
‘‘The Dingley Law,” as officially printed. It 
will be noted that the wording, as given below, 
differs in some respects from the text printed 
in former issues of THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, 
which was taken from the reports given in the 
daily press: 


ScHEDULE M.— Manufactures of Papers. 


403. Books of all kinds, including blank books and 
pamphlets, and engravings bound or unbound, photo- 
graphs, etchings, maps, charts, music in books or sheets, 
and printed matter, all the foregoing not specially pro- 
vided for in this act, twenty-five per centum ad valorem. 


FREE LIST. 


soo. Books, engravings, photographs, etchings, bound 
or unbound, maps and charts imported by authority or 
forthe use of the United States or for the use of the Li- 
brary of Congress. 

sot. Books, maps, music, engravings, photographs, 
etchings, bound or unbound, and charts which shall have 
been printed more than twenty years at the date of im- 
portation, and all hydrographic charts and publications 
issued for their sub-criber, or exchanges by scientific and 
literary associations or academies, or publications of in- 
dividuals for gratuitous private circulation, and public 
documents issued by foreign guvernments. 

Books and pamphlets printed exclusively in lan- 
guages otherthan Eng!ish; also books and musicin raised 
print, used exclusively by the blind. : : 

503. Books, maps, music, photographs, etchings, litho-

THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS CORPO- 
RATION IN THE RECEIVER'S 
HANDS. 


THE foreseen has this time happened, and 
little surprise has been evinced since the news 
was made public on the 4th inst. that the 
American Publishers Corporation, on the day 
before, had made application for a receiver. 
Judge Pryor, of the Supreme Court, appointed 
John M. Forbes, of Morristown, N. J., and 
Lorenzo Semple, of New York, to take charge 
of the affairs of the company. As the com- 
pany is a foreign organization incorporated 
under the laws of New Jersey, Mr. Forbes was 
appointed receiver in that State. 

_ The American Publishers Corporation was 
incorporated on February 6, 1896, with a capi- 
tal stock of $1,600,000, of which $1,250,000 was 
common stock and $350,000 preferred. Asis 
well known the company is a reorganization 
of the United States Book Company and its 
branches which became bankrupt in 1893. 
Stewart Winslow is president and Frederick Bush 
treasurer. The company soon after organiza- 
tion mortgaged the greater part of its plant, 
plates, and other belongings to the Manhattan 
Trust Company, as trustee, to secure an issue 
of bonds to the amount of $944,000. Debent- 
ure bonds to the amount of $330,000 were also 
issued. The business was at no time prosper- 


ous, and the company had no capital rating at 
Bradstreet’s, and failed to make enough money 
to pay the interest on the bonds due August I. 

The total liabilities are $1,347,600, consist- 
ing of first mortgage bonds, $944,000; de- 
benture bonds, $330,000; interest on first 
mortgage bonds, $23,600; due for labor and 
merchandise, $50,000. 

The assets consist of the plant, plates. 
copyrights, merchandise consisting of printed 
books, accounts, and bills receivable. Nine- 
tenths of the property is in New York City. 
In the application it is stated that the plant at 
a fair valuation as part of a going concern is 
worth not over $500,000, but if sold. at forced 
sale at a foreclosure would not sell for over 
$70,000, as almost the entire plant was sold’ 
under foreclosure for about $70,000, when the 
property was a part of the plant of the United 
States Book Company. 

The assets not included in the mortgage, 
consisting of books, accounts, and fixtures, are 
nominally placed at $150,000, against an in- 
debtedness of $403,600. The various accounts 
owed by the company for goods and labor are 
past due, and the company has not the money 
on hand to pay them, nor the money to pay 
the interest which fell due August I. The 
property in this State was liable toattachment, 
and to protect the assets the application was 
made for a receiver. Of the authorized capi- 
tal stock the amount issued is $1,046.424. J. 
G. Cannon, G. G. Williams, and E. H. Per- 
kins have called for the names of holders of 
the bonds in order to take steps to protect their 
interests.
